PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

It is currently reported at Shanghai that a memorial from 
Tsen, the Governor of Yiinnan, with reference to the murder of 
Mr. Maryary, has at ay a been received by the Peking Govern- 
ment. As might have been expected, the provincial authorities 
profess entire ignorance of the matter, the first intimation of 
which they represent as having reached them from Peking. 
The step they are said to have taken is to appoint General 
Yang, commanding at Tali Fu, and a Taoutai named 
Chen, to institute an inquiry into the facts of the case. We 
presume, however, that the Commission of Inquiry thus 
constituted will be regarded in no other light than that of 
a ay ae preliminary. The natural consequence of its report 
should be the removal of the officials whom it must in- 
culpate, to stand their trial at Peking. Meanwhile, it a 
from recent telegrams that the active agent in the crime, Li See, 
otherwise known as Li Chen-kwoh, has paid a visit to the capital 
of Burmah, as bearerof a despatch from the Chinese Government 
tothe King. The purport of such a communication, at such a 
juncture, and by such a hand, it is not difficult to surmise. 

The Mandarius are apparently beginning to find out that Lekin 
taxes are oppressive. The Paling Gazette recently contained a 
document recognising that it was desirable to reduce them in 
Szechuen. The Gazette of the 23rd May contains a report in the 
same sense from the Governor of Kiangsu. The theory, how- 
ever, is being very hardly carried into practice. Taxes are only 
taken off one or two minor articles of food in this province. 
Those on commerce generally remain untouched. 

The Peking correspondent of the North China Herald writes 
on the 4th June :—No rain here yet. Thermometer for last five 
days ranging from 68 to 101 maximum. Prince Kung and his 
brothers are praying for rain, but none comes. From Paouting 
Foo, where an American Missionary is located, we hear that a 
foolish report has sprung up in the town, that the Missionary 
has a dwarf from Kansuh, which he keeps in a box. Quite a 
number of people, apparently of good standing and intelligence, 
have called to ask about the cauth of the report, which they are 
evidently not inclined to disbelieve. Meantime no harm has 
come of the rumour. 
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On the 4th June the Chinese gunboat Chin Hae returned to 
Tientsin from Manchuria, and brought down six rebels, or in- 
surgents, or robbers. On the 5th June the laté acting Customs 
Taoutai, Sun Szeta, made his farewell calls on the Consuls of 
the port. On the 6th H.E. Li Hung-chang came to the foreign 
anchorage off the Settlement in his sedan, to the residence of 
the China Merchants’ Steam Navigation Company, and in- 
spected the company’s new steamer How Sang. He was, as 
usual, accompanied by the Territorial aud Customs functionaries, 
and the gunboat Chin Hae fired the usual salutes. Un the same 
day the new Customs Taoutai, Lee Chaou-tang, took the seals 
of office, and made his official calls on the foreign Consuls, It 
is confidently expected that he will prove to be an improvement 
on his predecessor, as it is extremely improbable that he will 
turn out exactly the same, and he cannot possibly be worse. » 

Tientsin has been visited by thunderstorms with rain, and 
the weather was in consequence cool and pleasant for the season 
of the year. The peasantry around, however, were calling out 
for more rain. 





CHINKIANG. 

A serious riot has occurred at this port. Some braves insulted 
the American Consul and his wife, and two of them were ar- 
rested by the British Consular constable. Their comrades and an 
immense crowd of Chinese attacked the Consulate, and endea- 
voured to force the i ee Eventually the riot was quelled by 
the arrival of the military mandarins. A correspondent of the 
North China Herald supplies the sudjoined account of the occur- 
rence :— 

Our usually quiet and peaceful little port was on the 14th 
June unpleasantly aroused by a disturbance that was likely to 
have terminated most disastrously. For some time past foreign- 
ers have been put to occasional annoyance through the rudeness 
of native soldiery, some thousands of whom are stationed in the 
neighbourhood ; but their general conduct being orderly, and 
every allowance made for the difficulty of keeping so large a 
force quiet, no particular notice was taken. To proceed with 
Monday’s troubles: Mr. and Mrs. Colby, our American Consul 
and his wife, were returning from an afternoon walk, and had 
just reached the settlement when they were considerably in- 
convenienced by the rude behaviour of some soldiers, who, 
their curiosity by looking at 
the foreign lady, roughly hustled her, at the same time 
using most disgusting language. A native Municipal po- 
liceman expostulated with the rowdies, and told them that 
they were insulting the American Consul and would get into 
trouble if they did not desist. Upon this they turned upon the 
constable and would have inflicted bodily harm had not Mr. Con- 
stable Nunn come to the rescue. Two of the soldiers were taken 
prisoners to the British Consulate jail, when their comrades im- 
mediately rushed to their place of confinement and endeavoured 
by force to get their release ; the gates, however, were quickly 
closed, and Vitors they could attain their object the greater part 
of the foreign community had arrived at the Consulate. It was 
astonishing to see the rapidity with which a crowd of some thou- 
sands was collected ; the whole face of the hill behind the British 
Consulate was in a few minutes covered with an excited mob,

and the shouts of “Ta, ta, Yang Kwei-tze” were any- |’ 


thing but pleasant to the ears of the few for whom 
they were meant. Some soldiers soon left the gates 
saying that it was their intention to proceed to the barracks an 
return with a body of men sufficient to force an entrance and 
kill all the foreigners. In the meantime, Mr. Baber, interpreter 
in charge, sent a courier into the city, and shortly some man- 
darins arrived and gave assurance that they had taken means to 
keep the mob down. At about 8.30 p.m. we were enabled to 
leave the Consulate, a native guard having been placed there for 
the night. I feel that I have already taken up an undue space 
in your columns ; and some of your readers may eat think 
this is a much ado about nothing; but as an old resident in 
China, somewhat familiar with similar outbreaks and not likely 
to be unnecessarily alarmed about trifles, I may be believed when 
I state that at one time the slightest thing would have caused a 

eneral outbreak, and the result must have been very disastrous.

SHANGHAI. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 20th 


June; the French mail from London May 7 was received 
on the 18th June. The following summary of news is from 
the North China Herald :— 


At the Supreme Court, on the 16th June, the case of the 
Fusing v. Ocean was taken before the Registrar and Merchants, 
on reference, to assess the value of the first-named steamer, the 
cargo she had on board, and also the effects of the captain, offi- 
cers, crew, and passengers, at the time of the collision. The 
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Court was composed of R. A. Mowat, Esq., Registrar, and 
Messra. J. Thorne and G. W. Coutts, Merchant Assessors, Mr. 
Drummond ap d for the Fusing, and Mr. Wainewright for 
the Ocean, The Court was numerously attended by Chinese 
interested in the investigation. The amount claimed for the 
ship alone was Tis. 101,000, and for the cargo Tls. 51,000 ; that 
for the private effects of the persons on board is not yet set 
down. The entire day was occupied in the examination of wit- 
neases as to the value of the ship and cargo, which portion of 
the case was not concluded when the Court rose. 

Two Ningpo men charged with attempting to utter a forged 
cheque for Ts. 300 on the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank were 
taken before Chen and Dr. Yates, at the Mixed Court, on the 
15th June. The prisoners had been remanded for a fortnight 
to permit inquiries to be made, the result being the discovery 
that the cheque-form was found to be one that had by accident 
become detached from the book in possession of a foreigner. It 
was found by his dog-coolie, and by him taken to the other maa, 
who filled in the body in something like pidgin English, so 
that the attempted fraud was at once seen. Chen seemed at 
first disposed to send the prisoners before the city authorities, 
but he yielded to the representation that the case called for im- 
mediate punishment, and passed severe sentences on both 
be eae dog-coolie to receive forty blows with the heavy 

amboo, with three months’ cangue ; and his accomplice two 
hundred blows with the light bamboo, with two months’ cangue. 

H. M. despatch vessel Vigilant returned to S hai on the 
14th June, having on board H. E. T. F. Wade, C.B., Colonel 
Browne, Mr. Grosvenor, and Mr. W. F. Mayers. We learn that 
Admira] Ryder contemplates leaving this port for Yokohama in 
the Vigilant, about the 18th June, and that his Excellency will 
be accompanied by Colonel Horace Browne and Mr. Mayers, of 
Her Majesty’s Legation. The immediate object of Admiral 
Ryder’s visit to Japan is understood to be the completion of the 
arrangements entailed by the removal of the Marine Battalion 
from Yokohama ; but it seems unlikely that the head of the late 
exploring party in Yunnan and the Chinese Secretary of Her 
Majesty’s Legation at Peking can have anything to do with 
these arrangements. If Colonel Browne and Mr. Mayers were 
going westwards, instead of eastwards their movements would 
appear less strange, under all the circumstances. The British 
Minister has once more taken up his abode in the Settlement, 
and with the Yunnan question “in the air,” as it seems to be 
left, we can see no earthly reason why his Excellency should not, 
as our evening contemporary facetiously suggests, be devoting 
his energies to a new edition of the 7zu Erh Chi, instead of the 
unprofitable task of Peking diplomacy. 

H.M. corvette Modeste left on the 14th June for Hong Kong. 
Her place will be filled by the Zhalia, which came up the river 
onthe 12th. The Thalia, in steaming up to her anchorage off 
the Settlement, was fouled off the Pacific Mail Wharf by a large 
junk, carrying away the foremost port quarter boat davit and 
damaging the boat. The junk’s stern was also much damaged, 
and her mizen mast knocked over the side. The cause of the 
collision was that the junk captain, fearing he would not clear 
the Zhalza, let go an anchor, which turned the junk round to the 
strong ebb that was running. 

A meeting of shareholders in the Hongkew Wharf Company 
was held on the 15th June, to confirm the proposal of amalga- 
mating with Hunt’s and Heard’s wharves, which had been agreed 
to at the meeting in April last. The necessary alterations in the 
deed of settlement were agreed to, and a revised draft of terms 
of agreement was passed. 

The Municipal Council seems to have been chiefly occupied 
with the Yang-king-paug bridge question, on which a rather 
warm correspondence has been exchanged between the two 
Councils. The iron bridge over the Hongkew Creek has been 
lowered, and was opened on the 12th June. The alteration is 4 
at improvement. 
The Fictich Council meeting of the 2nd June seems to have 
been occupied chiefly with public works. Negotiations are to 
be entered into to get the cession of a strip of land off the 
French Consular compound, required for widening the Rue du 
Consulat.—The French Foreign-office decline to lease the Bund 
in front of the Consulate for the location of a public pontoon.— 
The meeting of the 10th June settled the Yang-king-pang bridge 
question.—The tax on jinrickshas is to be raised from Tls. 0.2) 
to Tls. 0.25 per month. 

Mr. Medhurst’slecture before the Temperance Society attracted 
nearly all the Chinese scholars of the Settlement, the subject 
being “Chinese Poetry.” The Jecturer succeeded in rendering 
his subject interesting alike to sinologues and to his auditors 
generally. Admiral Ryder occupied the chair. Mr. Wade made 
the motion of thanks, and after expressing his interest in the 
Society, made some off hand, but lucid, and even eloquent, re 
marks on the poetry of the Middle Kingdom. 

Senor J. F. Elmore, LL.D., Minister for Peru, is nger 
for this port per Oregonian, due in a few days. Dr. Elmore 8 
en route for Peking to ratify the Treaty with China. 

The adjourned hearing of the case against Captain Brown, for 
compensation to the families of the Chinese drowned in the 
Fusing, was again m postnoned; in consequence of Mr. Medharsts 
departure for Chinkiang. 
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FOOCHOW. 
The subjoined items of intelligence from this port are taken 
from the Foochow Herald :— 


We understand that Mr. Betts is about to begin his instruc- 
tions to a class of Chinese students in the construction and use of 
marine torpedoes, which will necessarily include some instruc- 
tion in telegraphy and electricity. Twenty-five young men are 
selected from a large number of applicants, and will soon com- 
mence their studies. The hong formerly occupied by a Parsee 
firm, above the bridge, adjoining the premises late occupied by 
Messrs. Ivanoff and Co., has been rented by the Chinese au- 
thorities for the uses of the school, and the residence of Mr. 
Betts and family. 

The U.S. Consul, Mr. M. M. De Lano, has, after much 

tient effort, succeeded in extinguishing the nuisance of the 
fine kiln situated on the edge of the paddy fields below the 
United States Consulate. A liberal subscription was made for 
the purpose of buying out the owner ; and the matter has been 
amicably arranged. This is only one of the many matters in 
which the U.S. Consul has rendered important service to the 
whole community. 

M. Christiansen—the steward of the Seamen’s Hospital—died 
on the 11th June of paralysis. The deceased was highly com- 
mended by Dr. Somerville in his recent report for his attention 
and trustworthiness. 

Mr. Charles Carroll, H.B.M.’s Vice-Consul at Pagoda Anchor- 
age, has been obliged to vacate his post, for a time, owing to ill 
health. Mr. H. F. Holt will, we understand, fill the acting ap- 
pointment. 

The Footai, or Provincial Governor, left for Tai Wan-foo on 
the 14th June. The long bridge was lined by troops, includin 
the foreign drilled battalion, by whom his Excellency was receive 
with the usual honours. 

Captain Tracey, R.N., arrived per last mail from Europe. He 
will, we understand, shortly resume his duties as Naval Instruc- 
tor to the cadets at the Pagoda Anchorage Arsenal. 

H.B.M.’s ship Vigilant, having on board their Excellencies 
Mr. Wade and Admiral Ryder, left for Shanghai on the 12th 


June. 
Mr. Drew (the new Commissioner of Customs) arrived on the 
13th June. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 26th June , 
the P. and O. mail from London May 14 was received on the 
19th of June. The following items of intelligencs are from the 
Hong Kong Daily Press :— 


At a meeting of the Shareholders of the China Traders’ 
Insurance Company (Limited), held at Hong Kong, 2lst June, 
it was unanimously agreed that a call of $500 per share be 
made, in order to increase the paid-up capital to $300,000. This, 
it is believed, will enable the directors to carry on the business 
with efficiency. The London agency is at Messrs. Crawshay and 
Co.’s, Fenchurch-street. 

The decision of the Court of Inquiry into the circumstances 
attending the seizure of the Carisbrooke by the Chinese Customs 
cruiser L’eng-chao-hai is to the effect that the whole affair is to 
be referred to the British Minister and the Chinese authorities 
at Peking. We are enabled to give an abstract of the state- 
ment of the case by Mr. Hayllar, Q.C., for the information of 
the Hong Kong Government. As will be seen, it contains the 
text of the finding of the Court at Canton. 

In the case of the steamer Carisbrooke, seized by the authorities of 
the Imperial Maritime Customs at Canton, for breach of the 47th 
Article of the Treaty of Tientsin, her Majesty's Consul being unable 
to agree with his Excellency the Superintendent of Customs that the 
ship and cargo ought to be confiscated, the matter will be referred to 
the high authorities of both nations at Peking for decision, and pending 
this the Carisbrooke will be released on bond. In order to make the 

ition of affairs clear, it must be explained that the investigation was 
eld under the “Rules for joint investigation in cases of confiscation 
and fine by the Custom-house authorities,” which were drawn up by 
Sir Rutherford Alcock (by way of amendment of those originally passed 
by Mr. Wade), and accepted by the Tsung-li-yamen, and by all the 
foreign embassies at Peking. By the eighth of these rules, it is provided 
that ‘if the Consul and the Custom-house authorities cannot agree as to 
whether confiscation of a ship or a cargo, or both of them together, 
being the property of a foreign merchant, shall take place, the case must 
be referred to Peking for the decision of the Foreign-office and the 
Minister of his nation.” In the present case, it is generally pretty well 
understood that both the Consul and the Hoppo were willing to com- 
mute the confiscation of the ship and cargo by the imposition of a fine, 
or other payment, had such course been open to the Court. It is 
stated on what is believed to be good authority that the Court una- 
nimously held that the ship was seized within the three-mile limit of 
the coast of Hainan, performing acts unauthorised by the Treaty, and 
so had violated the Treaty. Sir Brooke Robertson contended, how- 
ever, for several mitigating circumstances, and held that the penalty of 
confiscation was altogether disproportionate to the offence. The Hoppo, 
on the other hand, held that if there was any violation of the Hire 
the only penalty the Court could inflict was that laid down by Article 
47th of the Treaty, namely, confiscation of both ship and cargo ; but 
suggested to Sir Brooke Robertson that in order to enable the Court to 
inflict some lesser penalty, that he (Sir Brooke) should withdraw his 
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judgment eo that the matter might be settled by way of compromise. 
Sir Brooke, however, pointed out that if he withdrew his judgment and 
agreed with the Hoppo that confiscation was the proper penalty, 
he was as Consul out of Court, and suggested that, on the other hand. 
the Hoppo should modify his finding. The Hoppo felt that he could 
not accede to this course without compromising his position. 

It cannot be doubted that both sides were right in their reading of 
the rules, and it is therefore due to the peculiar framing of this docu- 
ment only that a Court, not only willing, but anxious, in the interesta 
of all parties, to arrive at a speedy and equitable decision, is driven 
either to a finding which is on the face of it monstrously dispropor- 
tionate to the offence, or practically to no finding at all. In another 
very important particular, too, these rules seem to depart from the 
dictates of common sense and common fairness. By Rule 5 they pro- 
vide that “the case having been referred to superior authority the 
merchant interested shall be at liberty to give a bond binding himself 
to pay the full value of the ship or goods attached should the ultimate 
decision be against him.” Inthe present instance it is confidently 
believed that the Customs authorities do not expect, nor desire, that 
more than a very moderate fine should be imposed on the vessel. 
Nevertheless, they are under this rule obliged to put the owners 
either to the very serious inconvenience of finding valid security to the 
large amount of $340,000, the estimated value of the ship and 
cargo, or to submit to the cargo being placed in bond. Both the com- 
missioner and his deputy, Mr. McLeavy Brown, have been at much 
pains to modify the strict construction of this rule, ‘so far as it lies in 
their power to do so ; and those concerned for the ship are under very 
considerable obligations to their courtesy in this and other particulars. | 
The defence is also greatly indebted to Sir Brooke Robertson for as- 
sistance and advice. The task he has had to perform is in many ways 
difficult and invidious, and in its discharge there is every reason to be- 
lieve he displayed firmness and acumen. It is most unfortunate that 
the case could not have been locally settled on a really equitable basis, 
but it is to be hoped that the lame result arrived at will at least have 
the effect of leading to a revisiou of these rules, and even of the Treaty 
itself, on the points (among others) to which prominent attention hag - 
been thereby called. 

We believe that the bond tendered by Messrs, Russell and Co. . 
for $140,000, as security for the Caresbrooke, has been accepted, 
and the steamer is expected to be in Hong Kong harbour shortly. 
As already stated, the cargo is to be y in godowns here 
under proper supervision. e (Daily Press) take the opportu- 
nity of making some remarks on the fact that the investiga- 
tion was held with closed doors. This circumstance has ver 
justly excited strong indignation throughout the colony, and is’ 
properly regarded as unusual and unjustifiable. There was no-_ 
thing to be gained by keeping the proceedings of the Court pri-. 
vate ; it was merely an exercise of the peremptory and arbitrary 
will of the Hoppo. 


The British steamship Japan, which arrived here on the 20th 
June from the colonies, with a cargo of coals, was towed down 
to Wanchi to discharge. When abreast of the Pier and Godown 
Company's wharf she was being taken gently in towards But-’ 
rows wharf to anchor, so that cargo boats might go off to dis-' 
charge. When about a hundred yards west of the two buoys: 
marking a rock, and about to let go anchor in what was sup- 
posed to be good anchorage and a considerable distance from 
the rocks marked, she suddenly struck ona rock not marked 
down in charts or by buoys. The steam tug Kame set to work 
to tow her off, but as the tide fell she stuck firmer. The steam 
tugs Pilot Fish and Fame tried to get her off, but the tide had. 
left her too far, and hopes were entertained of getting her off 
as the tide rose. About six o’clock, however, she slipped off 
that rock, and with a tremendous crash fell on;to another, which’ 
went through her bottom. Subsequently the Japan was suc- 
cessfully floated off, the hole under the bilge having been filled 
with old canvas and bags, when she was pumped out by steam. 
She is now lying at ‘the Pier and Godown gag fe buoy, 
discharging the remainder of her cargo, and will be docked ag 
soon as possible. 

We regret to announce the sudden death of Mr. W. DBD. 
Harrison, of the firm of Messrs. Butterfield and Swire, which 
took place on the 23rd June. It appears that deceased had been 
suffering from fever and ague for some time, but nothing serious 
was anticipated until he was found in bed with life extinct. A 
aad examination was held, when it was found that death 

ad resulted from pulmonary apoplexy. The flags of most of 
the vessels in harbour were lowered to half-mast ag a token of 
respect for deceased. He was only 32 years of age. 


H.M.S Egeria reports that she was cruizing off the East Coast 
of Hainan, and experienced fine weather. Communicated with 
the village of Chun-lun, and heard that the village had, five 
weeks ago, been attacked by two junks and 80 men, 18 of whom 
landed, stormed the fort, and looted the village. The Mandarin 
was badly wounded, and died three days afterwards. The 
Chinese gunboat Tsing Po was in Chun-lun creek. 

The British steamship Achilles, on ee her moorings for 
sea, had a narrow escape of sinking the Police chop. To get 
clear of other vessels she ran into the port quarter of the chop, 
notwithstanding that she backed full speed astern. The whole 
of the davits on that quarter and of the hood covering were 
carried away, and a hole made under the counter, evidently by 
an anchor over the steamer’s bow. “4 

Marine Court of Inquiry into the loss of the Poyang has ' 
been opened at the Harbour-master’s office, The evidence, at the 
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Court’s request, will not be published until the conclusion of the 
investigation. 
. DESTRUCTIVE FIRE AT HONG KONG. 

- On the night of the 22nd June a large fire occurred at Peddar’s 
Wharf, Hong Kong. The conflagration lasted nearly twelve 
hours, and resulted in great destruction of property. The Daily 
Press gives the subjoined account of the disaster :— 

The fire broke out behind the premises of. Messrs. Melchers and Co., 
Peddar's Wharf. It originated in the servants’ quarters, and soon 

to the westward, over the stables. Once having secured a firm 

hold of the upper story, it spread with great'rapidity eastward, and ina 
short time the rear « Messrs, Russell’s premises was also enveloped in 
flames. The alarm bells were rung vigorously, and these, with the 
dense volumes of smoke and occasional flashes of flame, soon attracted 
assistance, tegether with a great crowd of spectators. The Hong Kong 
Fire Insurance Company's engine and ladders were first on the spot, 
and these were reinforced soon afterwards by the Government steam 
engines. These again were quickly followed by all the other engines 
in the colony. The Government Fire Brigade and the various volun- 
teer brigades worked jn concert. All the ships’ bells were rung, and 
in a very short time the available marines and seamen were on the 
scene.’ The military were also called out, some of whom were 
told off to assist the fire brigades and others to keep 
back the crowd. By this time, and before any water 
could be got to play on the buildings, the fire had made 
considerable progress. Messrs. Melchers and Co.'s _ stables 
and outhouses, situated between the Hong Kong Hotel and the firm’s 
premises, it was soon obvious could not be saved, and great fears were 
entertained that both the hotel and Messrs. Melcher’s premises would 
catch fire. Consequently most strenuous efforts were made to save 
the adjoining buildings, which are some of the most valuable property 
in the colony. Inside the hotel a scene of the wildest confusion at 
this time prevailed. Most of the ladies and gentlemen resident there 
had, at almost the first alarm, set to work to pack up their effects, so 
as to be ready to leave at any moment. Others, assisted by coolies, 
marines, and soldiers, at once removed everything portable from 
their rooms to seek other Iqdgings. Very soon several lengths of 
hdse were laid up the hotel stairs, and played upon the fire from 
different windows. Flames burst out from the stable roof, but 
tliey were principally confined to the corner next to Messrs. Melcher’s 
joes, and although it bpp nae Sra ser that no danger to the 

tél was te be apprehended from that quarter, the former premises 
were fera long period in‘ peril, as no efficient supply of water could 
for some time be directed upon the corner of the stable adjoining. 
timately the roof of the stable fell in, and several jets of water were 
brought to bear upon it, and happily Messrs. Melchers’ premises seemed 
to be at length secured. The houses from the stable extending back- 
watd nearly the whole length of the hotel were at about nine o’clock 
nearly burnt out, when the flames were seen to shoot forth from that 
close to the east corner of the hotel. The hotel was at this time 

n the most imminent danger, but a better supply of water having 
been obtained and showered upon the fire from all sides more hope was 
felt that the conflagration would be nearly confined to the premises in 
which it originated. For some time, however, it continued to spread 
eastward: along the outhouses attached to Messrs. Russell and 
Co.'s. Several additional hose were conveyed into their premises, and 
others were taken round to the back of Messrs. Landstein and Co.’s 
co and every effort used to stay its progress. In spite of this, 

iowever, it still continued to spread eastward, and reached as far as 
the rear of Messrs. Smith, Archer and Co.’s old premises, now occupied 
by Mr.: MacG. Heaton. During the course of the conflagration the 
smoke, which arose in thick clouds, frequently prevented the firemen 
from doing effective service, and in a number of instances, notably for 
some time in that of the stables facing the street, the jets were en- 
tirely misdirected and a great deal of water lost. As portions of the 
different roofs fell in, one after another, the flames shot up clear and 
bright, and shed a brilliant glare upon the scene. They seized upon 
the windows with especial fury, licking the framework, which was con- 
sumed with incredible celerity, and sending constant showers of glass 
rattling upon the debris below. The heat was most intense. 

Shortly after midnight, a number of the police and the soldiers 
and the marines, were ordered home, and the native brigades, thinking 
there was no more use for their services, had left with their engines, 
when the fire broke out afresh, and it was soon discovered that the main 
block of premises occupied by Messrg. Russell and Co., facing the 
Praya, had caught fire at the back. Owing to the position of the 
houses, it was with considerable difficulty that hose could be got to 
play upon the roof, but this was soon accomplished us far as possible, 
several lengths having been taken in through Messrs. Melchers’ premi- 
ses, others in Messrs. Russell's, while one or two were got into the 
block occupied by Mr. A. MacG. Heaton. The three steam engines con- 
tinued hard at work, but in spite of every effort, the fire was soon dis- 
covered to have got astrong hold of Messrs. Russell’s premises and run 
' glong the roof, although no flames broke out for some time. A num 
ber of the military were again got out, and several additional engines 
set to play. By two o'clock the fire had conmletely enveloped the 
upper story, and at intervals different of the roof fell down with 
a tremendous crash, while the flames shot upwards in awful grandeur. 
Shortly after two o'clock it was impossible to continue to play any hose 
on the main building, and the additional lengths were taken into 
Melchers and Co.’s and MacG. Heaton’s, and the water played upon the 
mass from either side. By three o'clock the flames had burst right 
through into the front verandah at the Praya, and were devouring 
the wood-work with extraordinary rapidity. They seemed to keep 
more towards the east, and fears were for a long time entertained for 
the block on that side. These were augmented considerably by the fact 
that already one of the Government steam-engines had brcken down, 
but some additional hose were got up to the front by ladders. The 
fire, however, continued to rage with terrible fury, presenting a scene 
from the harbour that has been unequalled in Hong Kong for many 
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a day, and it was not till dawn had broken that the conflagration 
seemed to have been mastered. A little before five it had been con- 
siderably checked, and the adjoining property secure. The other Go- 
vernment engines, however, had broken down, and the fact that both 
of them were now disabled might have been very serious had the fire 
not been by this time reduced. A number of the engines continued 
to play upon the smoking ruins for several hours afterwards, for fear 
of another outbreak, as owing to the situation of the buildings the 
fire had already proved most treacherous. After all the engines had 
iaetlny fire again showed signs of breaking out, but it was speedily 
checked. 

What the estimate of the damage done to Messrs. Russell and Co,’s 
premises is it is at present difficult to say, but it is certainly very ex- 
tensive. The books and papers of the house were luckily removed early 
in the evening, and have been saved: The damage done to Messrs, Mel- 
chers and Co.’s premises is comparatively slight, and has been caused 
principally by water. It was a fortunate circumstance that the dis- 
aster occurred in pretty close'proximity tothe harbour, as of course the 
supply of water was unlimited. Great credit is due to Captain Super- 
intendent Deane and Mr. May, as also to Mr. Creagh for the manner ia 
which they superintended the efforts put forth by the different firemen. 
The members of the Volunteer Fire Brigade were as usual to the fore, 
and rendered most valuable aid. Thanks are also due to the naval and 
military authorities for the promptitude with which they despatched 
assistance to the spot. The various Chinese brigades also worked well. 

The origin of the fire is at present unknown, but it is believed to 
have commenced in one of the cookhouses behind Messrs. Melcher’, 
and the fact of its spreading so rapidly is by many attributed to the 
fact that there was some hay stored in the adjacent stables, The 
damage, we believe, is covered by insurance. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—0— 
SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 3rd 
July; the P. and O. mail from London May 28 was received 
on the 26th June, and the following French mail of June 4 ar- 
rived out on the 3rd July. The following summary of news is 
from the Straits Times :— - 

On the 29th June the Governor returned to Singapore, after 


,; an absence of ten days. Finding that there were many ques- 


tions relating to the affairs of Penang, Malacca, and the Native 
States, which required investigation on the spot, the Governor 
considered it desirable to visit Penang and Malacca and acquire 
as much information as possible. He accordingly embarked on 
board the colonial steamer /’luto on the 19th June. Onf the 20th 
Mr. Swettenham, the Assistant Resident of Salangore, joined 
him at the mouth of the Jugra River. “La route for Penang a 
visit was paid to Klang, where Tunku Oodin, the Viceroy of 
Salangore, received the Governor and showed him over the fort 
in which he dwells, and over the offices which Mr. Davidson has 
established. Tunku Oodin made a very favourable impression 
on the Governor, who was also much pleased with the order in 
which the books and accounts were kept, and with the regula- 
rity which prevailed in the place. . 

e Pluto arrived at Penang on the 22nd June, when the Go- 
vernor was received by a salute and guard of honour, and drove 
immediately to the residence of the Lieut.-Governor, with whom 
he stayed whilst in Penang. That and the following day were oc- 
cupied by interviews with the heads of departments, the Resident 
and Assistant Resident of Perak, and merchants and planters of 
Penang and Province Wellesley. On the 24th, the Governor 
held a levée, which was very largely attended, and, on the 
25th, after transacting the remainder of the business which 
had called him to Penang, he re-embarked on board the Pluto. 
Anxious to see for himself the river Bernam, of which 
little is known, the Pluto proceeded about forty miles up the 
river, which fully justifies the remarks which have been made 
thereon. The opportunity was also taken of surveying this por- 
tion of its course. He subsequently had an interview with 
Rajah Hitam, of Bernam, who had some requests to make to 
him. On the 27th the Governor paid a visit to the Sultan of 
Salangore, who received him with great cordiality. The Pluto 
then started for Malacca. After sundry business had been trans- 
acted the Governor made an inspection of the jails, the offices, the 
court, the barracks, and the school. A levée was held, after 
which he re-embarked on board the Pluto for Singapore. 

A few days since a quarrel occurred between Duncan a 
the cook, and a young man named Thomas Wilkinson, on 
the steamer Sarpedon, during which Roes struck Wilkinson, 
who fell overboard. The tide was running strong ebb at the 
time, and the unfortunate man sank, and was seen no more, 
Ross has been committed for trial at the Assizes for cul 
homicide not amounting to murder. The body of the unforta- 
nate man was recovered in the vicinity of the Borneo Company's 
wharf, and a coroner's inquest held thereon. It transpired 
the deceased’s skull had been fractured, apparently through 
striking against the edge of the wharf, or one of the fender, 
when he fell. The coroner’s jury also returned a verdict © 
culpable homicide not amounting to murder, there being 7° 
evidence to show that the prisoner Ross intended to inflict more 
than a blow. 
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Lim Chee, a tailor carrying on business in High-street, has 
been murdered in the house of an acquaintance in Hong Kong- 
street, where he had gone to have a smoke of opium. It ap- 
pears that some years ago a Chinaman had brought up two 
women in a steamer from Penang, and on reaching Singapore 
one of the women refused to accompany him ashore, claiming 
the captain’s protection. Lim Chee having gone on board to 
obtain customers, was smitten with the woman, who went to 
live with him in preference to leading the life for which she was 
brought here. The disappointed broker cherished his vengeance 
for years, and meeting Lim Chee at the house, rushed upon him 
and stabbed him in the stomach with a dagger. 

We learn that our Penang friends, smarting under a sense of 
their wrongs from the Government’s favouritism to Singapore 
and neglect of the interests of Penang, have resolved to form a 
Defence, or rather nar Association, to defend their privi- 
leges, obtain redress for their wrongs, and wring from Govern- 
ment all the rights due to them as a community, with “ interests 
of a far more expanding and increasing character than those of 
Singapore.” We hail this movement heartily and wish the 
Asssociation every success. 

The Maharajah of Johore’s screw gun-boat Pantie, built by 
Messrs. Buyers and Robb, was taken out on 25th June, for a 

preliminary trial of her machinery. The Pantie is fitted with a 
pair-of compound surface condensing engines of 90-horse power 

‘nominal, combining all the latest improvements for economy of 
fuel, and made by the firm of Messrs. Rait and Lindsay, of the 
Crapstonhill- Foundry, Glasgow.- During the trial the engines 
worked most perfectly, and gave great satisfaction to the au- 
thorities on board. The Pantie will be taken out again in the 
course of a few days for a full speed trial to test her consump- 
tion of fuel. 

The new steamer Cybele, Captain Blair, en route from London 
to this port and China, with a valuable general cargo, ran aground 
on the night of the 22nd June, on the reef close to the Rafiles 
Lighthouse. On the 29th the steamer floated off easily at high 
water, and steamed in to Tanjong Pagar Wharf apparently un- 
injured, having made no water whatever. She will, however, 
go'into dock for examination, and will doubtless have to undergo 
some repair before proceeding on her voyage. | 

. ‘At an extraordinary general meeting of the shareholders in 
the Chindrass Mining Company, Mr. C. B. Buckley, the manag- 
ing director, resigned the management, and a committee was 
appointed to inquire into and report upon the company’s affairs, 
and recommend the course to be pursued under the circum- 
stances. The meeting was then adjourned until the 6th July. 

The Singapore Rifle Association held its ninth monthly com- 
petitiom on the 26th and 30th June, there being no less than 
ninety-three competitors. The conditions were, 5 shots at each 
range of 200 and 400 yards, standing tae at the short 
range, any position at the long range. The military fired with 
the Henry-Martini, and members of the 8.V.C. and civilians 
used the Snider Enfield. The highest score was made with the 
Snider, Sub-Lieutenant Drennan, S.V.C., having made 5 bulls’ 
eyes at 200 yar and run up a score of 37 out of a possible 
40 points, this being the highest score, we believe, ever yet 
obtained at any match here.

IMPORTS. 


CHINKIANG.—Messrs. Spencer and Wolff write :— There is a fairly 
active demand for Grey ns, but the continued wet weather still 
checks clearances and prevents dealers from operating so freely as they 
vtscoeag would. Woollen and Fancy Goods are almost entirely ne- 

ected. 

‘ SHancHal.—The North China Herald Report says :—Dealers have 
evinced some inclination to do business, but most of them have been 
kept, at home by almost incessant heavy rains ; consequently transac- 
_ tions have been few, and of little moment beyond that they may be 
said to establish quotations. The expected orders have not yet come 
from the interior, but prospects at Hankow seem rather brighter, and 
the letters from Chinkiang, received by each successive steamer during 
the week, have reported a fair business in Plain Cottons, and are 
altogether more cheerful in tone than they have been for weeks past. 
On the other hand, the latest Tientsin edvices are most discouraging ; 
scarcely any trade going on ; prices lower, and generally nominal ; and 
the Japanese requirementa—in Piece Goods—are now about as trifling 
as they well can be. At the last auctions some articles gave way 
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slightly in value, while others commanded full prices, and even showed 
a tendency to advance. Among the former, Long Ells and 6-lb 
T-Cloths take station ; and 83-lb Grey Shirtings, Lastings and id bar 
Stripes appear amongst the latter; and this is the more inexplicable 
as the experience of private sellers of these imports has been just the 
reverse. They have sold the first-named at better prices than were 
previously current, but have signally failed to make any progress with 
Shirtings or Lastings, excepting in isolated instances and where they 
were willing to submit to a decline. 

Manita.—The market had continued very quiet, and no material al- 
teration in values had occurred. 

Banexkox.—There had been little change to advise for the better, ex- 
cept in Grey Yarns, which had risen in value Tic, 2 to 8 -per. bale, 
stocks being small. Turkey Red Yarns, on the contzary, had been over 
done, and rates had declined for some qualities Tic. 20 per bale. All 


Piece Goods were very quiet, Figured Shirtings alone showing some 
little improvement. 





EXPORTS. 
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TEA. . 

Hankow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.’s Report says :—Sinoe 
our last, dated 8th June, there has been no lack of Tea here nor of 
buyers. Settlements for the week aggregate 35,567 chests 35,212 half- 
chests and 1,780 boxes. Prices have been well maintained throughout, 
there having been considerable competition for all the better parcels 
or anything with a little quality. This especially applies to Teas from 
the Toong-shan district and third and fourth bask Oonfars. The range 
of prices has boen,—for Ningchows, of which only a few parcels have 
been shown here, Tls. 24 to 334; Oonfare Tls. 22 to 314; Cheong- 
sow-kai, Tle. 21 to 26}; Soong-yong Tls. 21 to 28; Toong-shan 
Tls. 25 to 313; Ping-kong, Wun-kai and Low-yong Tis. 164 
to 243 Young-low-toong and Nip-car-see Tla. 16 to 25; Lee- 
ling Tis. 16 to 212; Shun-tam Tls. 15§ to 17} per picul. 
The market is now almost cleared, stock being reduced to 
6,000 chests, while there is little or nothing to come from the country - 
to complete the first crop. The Second Crop Teas are expected in & 
few days, but their arrival must necessarily be delayed by the con- 
tinued wet weather that has prevailed. Customs Export to date gives : 
Hankow Tea, 28,185,840 lbs.; Re-export Kiukiang Tea, 8,028,383 lbs; 
total, 36,214,223 lbs. Taking a week's later dtae last year, to allow for 
at difference in the opening of the season, the export was 32,013,680 
bs. 


SHancHal.—There had been more business doing duri 
though the market continued to be only ingly suppli Arrivals 
had consisted almost*entirely of Teas from the Hohow and Ningchow 
districts, only a few chops of Shontam and Oonfar having been received 
from Hankow. One or two good Is of the latter class had been 
sold at Tis. 314 to 324. Quotations on the whole were about the 
same as last given. The first crop was nearly finished, and the market 
closed quiet with only a small available atook: Prices paid had been :

FoooHow.—Messrs. Westall, Galton, and Co.’s Weekly Letter says : 
—A steady business has continued on this Tea market, operations being 
both for England and the Colonies. Late arrivals from the country 
have proved of the lowest description, and it is evident that all Teas of 
fair quality of the first crop bave now reached this market. A 
proportion of the stock consists of low and common kinds of the most 
undesirable character. Congou : reg in the week medium grades be- 
came cheaper; late operations in these classes have, however, re-vs- 
tablished any decline. Common grades, although still high, have been 

urchased at lower prices than they were last week. Souchong: 

any desirable parcels have been shown during the week, and Teamen 
having determined to meet the views of buyers, a fair business has 
taken place. The usual irregularity has been displayed in purchasing, 
but settlements generally may be quoted Tls. 3 to 5 under last season's 
rates. Oolong: Settlements, with the exception of a few high cost 
Teas, show a further decline. Flowery Pekoe: Further transactions 
have taken place at about the same rates. Scented Teas are taken as 
they arrive, at full rates, Supplies of this kind still lack scent. ~

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ADMIRALTY COURT. 
THE CARGO EX ‘‘ WOOSUNG.” 

These were causes of salvage, the hearing of which occupied the 
Court on the 25th of June and the 16th and 20th ult. . 

On the 20th Feb., 1874, the screw steamship Woosung,, laden with 
a general Indian cargo, of the value of about £500,000, struck on a 
coral reef off the Island of Kotama, in the Red Sca. The passengers 
and crew, between fifty and sixty in number, were conveyed to the 
islamd, which was uninhabited and without water, and the second 
officer was despatched in the lifeboat to cruise off Jubbul Lee, about 
thirty miles off, and on the 28th spoke the Corinna, bound for Lundon, 
which received on board the passengers and crew, leaving some of the 
officers behind. The Governor of Lolicea and a Greek trader also came 
to the assistance of the ship, the latter of whom agreed to attempt to 
pave the cargo upon being paid one-third of the net value realised on 
sale. A telegram wasalso sent to England, and thence a telegram was 
forwarded to the Political Resident at Aden, and the Awangtung, 
despatch boat, went to the ship, where she arrived on the 6th of 
March, and during six days’ service succeeded in saving cargo which 
realised £25,900. The master of the Woosung, before the services 

, Signed an agreement by which he agreed to give the master and 
ctew of the Awangtuny half the net proceeds of sale, as a salvage re- 
ward. The latter sued upon the agreement, and the Corinna also, and 
her master and crew, sued for saving the passengers and crew, and for 
other salvage services. For the owners of the cargo it was contended 
that the agreement as against them was inequitable, and that in the 
circumstances the services of the Corinna did not amount to life sal- 
vage, and were in other respects insignificant. 

Mr. Butt, Q.C., Mr. Herschell, Q.C., Mr. Clarkson and Mr. E. Jones 
appeared for the salvors ; Sir Henry James, Q.C., Mr. Cohen, Q.C., 
and Mr. Phillimore for the owners of the cargo of the Woosung. 

His lordship, in considering whether the agreement was inequitable, 
said it was deliberately made by the masters of the two ships, both of 
whom were aware of all the material circumstances of the case. The 
services were attended with much suffering, as the salvors were for six 
days exposed to the most noxious gases and putrid smells, and suffered 
seriously in health, and inasmuch as the chief engineer had been paid 
£3,000, the stewardess £1,900, and the Greek trader one-third of what 
he recovered, his lordship thought that the agreement was not exorbi- 
tant. He therefore pronounced for the agreement with costs, and ex- 
pressed a hope that those who had to distribute the amount would 
specially recognise the eminent services of Lieutenant Edwards.

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THE FAILURE OF MESSRS. COLLIE AND CO. 

The balance-sheet produced at the meeting of Messrs. Alexander 
Collie and Co.’s creditors on Wednesday is a most instructive docu- 
ment. The magnitude of the liabilities and the scantiness of the 
assets of a firm which enjoyed for years, and until the moment of sus- 
pension, almost the very test credit of a purely mercantile firm in the 
City, may well excite wonder as to how the leading banks and dis- 
count houses could have made the mistake they have done. The 
liabilities altogether are estimated at £1,889,786, not including about 
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£600,000 of bills drawn against consignments, and of which only 
£50,000 is estimated as likely to rank on the estate, and against this 
the only directly available assets amount to £250,542. These assets, 
moreover, include £75,000 value of freehold premises in Manchester, 
and £75,000, the separate estates of the partners, deducting which 
sums we have only the following sums of visible and realisable assets 
engaged in the business, on which the fabric of the firm’s credit must 
have stood :—Cash in hand, £1,149 ; bills receivable in hand, £7,500 ; 
good debtors, £12,776; stocks in warehouse, &c., £48,608; stocks, 
and shares, and sundry assets, £30,510—total, £100,543. If we add 
about £11,000 to this for cash in the hands of bankers, retained 
against bills discounted, we shall include apparently everything en- 
gaged in their business, upon the faith of which the firm were enabled 
to keep floating about £2,260,000 of drafts unsecured, besides the 
above sum of £600,000 drawn against consignments. There are, no 
doubt, other assets, including a claim against the American Go- 
vernment for cotton burnt during the War, estimated altogether at 
£552,000, but they are valued very dubiovsly, and for the purpose of 
immediate credit they could not have been reckoned at all. The way 
in which the firm’s liabilities on the unsecured drafts, which we 
suppose is a phrase for accommodation bills, are stated, does not seem 
very clear. ‘The liability is split up into two parts, the firm being first 
stated to be liable for £1,274,292 of “ balances, subject to payment of 
their acceptances,” and the unsecured drafts being then dealt with 
directly as follows :—“ Unsecured, £2,260,347 ; less credit balances as 
above, £1,274,000—-£986,055 ;” and of this last sum, £430,850 is esti- 
mated to rank against the estate, making a total liability altogether, in 
connection with these unsecured drafts, of £1,705,142. We sup- 
pose the explanation is that Messrs. Collie in drawing on others for 
£2,260,347 did so to the amount of £1,274,292 in excess of what these 
acceptors were owing, which is the explanation of the balances credited 
to the latter, and that of the remaining sum of £986,000, which the 
acceptors were to pay themselves, there will be £430,850 unpaid, and 
which will also rank against Messrs. Collie’s estate. But perhaps the 
statement might have been a little clearer on this head, so as to show 
the real magnitude of the accommodation bills. 





Sugz Canat.—The annual general meeting of the shareholders of 
this company has just taken place at Paris—M. de Lesseps in the chair. 
The general receipts for 1874 were 26,585,507 fcs., and the total of the 
expenditure 17,900,942 fcs., leaving a net revenue of 8,058,575 fcs., to 
which must be added the sum remaining over from the preceding year 
of 4,556,297 fcs., making a total of 12,614,872 fcs., which has been ap- 

lied in payment of the coupons of the second half years of 1870 and 
1874, or 10,000,000 fcs., the balance of 2,614,872 fea, being carried for- 
ward to the account of 1875. The operation of consolidating the cou- 
arg in arrear is well advanced, as on the 28th of July 350,900 bons 

ad been exchanged, being a proportion of seven-eights of the whole. 
The receipts from transit dues for the first six months of 1875 
amounted to 15,377,342 fcs., and those from other sources to 633,618 
fcs., making a total of 16,010,860 fcs. 

AN inquiry ordered by the Board of Trade has been instituted before 
the Local Marine Board of the Port of London, into a charge of drunken- 
ness preferred by two of the crew of the ship Banda against Mr. Gissing, 
master of that vessel, on a voyage from London to Sydney, thence to 
Bangkok and Marseilles. On the voyage ou’ to Sydney the master’s 
wife died, and it was stated that immediately afterwards he gave way 
to habite of intemperance. After a patient investigation the Court 
found the main charge proved, but, in consideratien of the peculiar 
circumstances of the case, only suspended the master’s certificate for 
six months. 

THE town mansion of Mr. A. Collie, at 12, Kensington Palace-gardens, 
was submitted on the 3rd inst. to public auction at the Mart, by Mr. 
R. W. Mann, and after some spirited competition knocked down at 
£38,500 to Mr. E. H. Moscrop, of No. 22, St. George’s-square, S. W.

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THE SEIZURE OF THE BRITISH STEAMER 
“ CARISBROOKE.” 

THE details which are brought by the English mail with 
reference to the seizure of the steamer Carisbrooke are suf- 
ficient to show that the matter is. beyond question one of 
the most important which has ever arisen in connection 
with the action of the Customs authorities and the so-called 
revenue cruisers in China. It is possible when the whole 
of the facts come to be sifted that some show of right may 
be made on the side of the Chinese authorities. Although 
the port of Kiung Chow in Hainan is declared by treaty to 
be one of those which should be opened to foreign trade, 
it is not to be denied that it has not been formally opened, 
as this could only be said to be the case had a Consul been 
appointed by our Government and a notification that the 
port was open to trade been issued. But admitting that 
to this extent there may be a show of right on the part of 
the Chinese, we deny emphatically that they can be justified 
in seizing a British steamer in the irregular manner which 
has been resorted to. According to the accounts published 
in the papers, the capture was effected by firing into the 
vessel actually on the high seas. It is possible that the dis- 
tance from shore may be overstated, and some important 
considerations will depend upon this point ; but if the vessel 
was outside China waters the case is one of a very serious 
nature indeed, and the fullestapologies should bedemanded. 
Even, however, if it be shown that the steamer was within 
Chinese waters, the whole proceedings still appear 
of the most high handed and irregular character—high- 
handed, because the circumstances do not show any ne-

they have been so nearly exceeded that it 1s evident that 
‘unless some definite steps be speedily taken, the irregulari- 
ties of the Customs’ cruisers, so long complained of, will 
end in some serious breach of international obligations, if 
not in even worse consequences, 


THE CHINA TRADE. 
II 


In a late number we adverted to the circumstances 
which have worked together to ira the China trade 
into the defective condition which has been so long 
deplored in China, and is beginning to be felt at home, 
and showed that from the earliest days of our intercourse 
with that country restrictions have been in existence 
against foreign trade such as have always been recognised 
as highly undesirable ; and we purpose now to explain the 
degree to which the non-removal of these impediments has 
conduced to the present state of affairs. 
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The results which have attended the China trade at 
each stage of its progress have been such as to show 
that the extent of the field for the furtherance of com- 
mercial enterprise which was believed to exist when our 
commercial relations were placed upon their present foot- 
ing was not over-estimated. Notwithstanding all the 
obstacles, the trade has become developed to an extra- 
ordinary degree, as will be seen at once by a comparison 
of both export and import statistics ; but this has been ac- 
complished in the face of a continuance of restricting 
causes in the interior ; so that it has been a matter of ne- 
cessity that the development of the trade in China itself 
has been very small, in comparison with its development 
externally through the opening of the Suez Canal, the 
action of free competition, and the constant introduction 
of fresh capital and fresh appliances for its conduct. The 
result of such a position it is easy to foresee, and it 
has in fact for. years past been predicted by those con- 
versant with the actual state of affairs. In short, under 
such conditions, the trade must of necessity be overdone. 
The number of foreigners engaged in it, the quantity of 
capital and credit available for its conduct, the means of 
transporting merchandise, and, in the case of manufactured 
goods, the production of the commodities themselves, have 
all been on the increase in a ratio proportioned to modern 
enterprise and progress; while the opening of additional 
markets, and the means of placing produce at the disposal 
of the foreign merchant, have gone on only at a rate pro- 
portioned to Chinese conservatism, exclusiveness, and pro- 
tectiveness, so that at the present day the appliances for 
carrying on the trade are largely in excess of the opening 
in China for the conduct of sound business. 

It has been especially in financial development that thig 
element of unsoundness has become conspicuous. To quote 
from an article which appeared as far back as 1869 in a 
China paper,* “ Facilities altogether disproportioned to the 
“ trade that can be safely done are granted from home, 
“and an amount of capital far in excess of the require- 
“ ments of the trade is at the present day available to it 
‘“‘ So far as its effects upon the markets here are concerned, 
“it is immaterial whether the capital is actually remitted 
“to China or is made available to the merchants here 
“ by means of facilities for drawing on home. ‘oa 
“There is so much capital available for the China 
“trade, and—whatever may be the special mode in 
“which it is made use of—the healthiness of the trade 
“will ultimately depend upon the relation between 
“the supply of this capital at home and the demand for 
“it in the China trade, or, in other words, upon the na- 
“ ture of the facilities for conducting business either with 
“or in China.” The absence of the increased facilities 
which it was expected would accrue from the last treaty 
has thus been one of the most important circumstances 
conducing to the present state of affairs. No doubt tié 
development of the means of trading with China has of 
late years been very rapid, and would tend to some extent 
to induce an irregular and dangerous state of trade ; but 
there can be very little question that this would have been 
almost entirely counterbalanced by the advancement of 
foreign trade in China itself, but for the unfortunate re- 
strictions above alluded to. It is in the natural course of 
things where trade is conducted upon a system of free 
competition that there should be a constant increase in the 
appliances for conducting any branch of commerce which 
is likely to prove of a profitable character ; and hence it 
was to be expected, as was the fact, that banking and ship- 
ping facilities should become very largely developed in this 
direction. If this take place in regard to a country where 
there are easy means for carrying out local enterprises, the 
degree to which the provision of financial and other ap- 
pliances for the conduct of business may be overdone 18 
modified by the development of new sources of investment ; 
but where, as has been the case in China for years past, 
the sources of new enterprise are so limited as to be 
practically of little effect, there is nothing to counterbalance 
the overdoing of trade which must of necessity result from 
competition. The state of the China trade up to the pre- 
sent time may thus be briefly described as having been one 
of foreign progress between home and the China ports,

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and Chinese stagnation between the ports and the vast 

producing and consuming districts, whose active participa-

EVEN in these days of rapid communication with nearly 
every part of the world it happens every now and again 
that, without any warning, the telegraph suddenly flashes 
to us a strange item of intelligence from some quarter 
whence it was least expected ; but the most startling piece 
of information which we have received for a long while is 
that just forwarded by the Berlin correspondent of The 
Times. While we have been calmly meditating how we 
can contrive to open a way for our commerce through 
Burmah into South-Western China, and, having met with 
a murderous rebuff, are still more calmly and leisurely me- 
ditating how we are to avenge the injuries and insults we 
have sustained, Russia—if the information can be relied 
upon—has made up her mind to action. Telegraph- 
ing from Berlin on August 2, The Times correspondent 
tells us that “it is believed that the Russian Govern- 
“ ment contemplates forming a commercial road through 
“the Yunnan Provinces (sic) of the Chinese Empire, 
“ which the Calcutta Government has been so long de- 
“ sirous to reconnoitre. Co operation,” he adds, “ with 
“ England, and, if necessary, coercion of China seem to 
“ be advocated in influential quarters in St. Petersburg.” 
This statement is rather vague, it is true, and by “ the 
Yunnan Provinces” we must probably understand Western 
and South-Western China generally, for we hardly see 
how it is geographically possible for Russia to reach 
Yunnan directly ; but the mere fact that such a project is 
set on foot in St. Petersburg shows that we must expect 
Russia to take some decided action before long, whether 
we join her or not. If Count ScHOUVALOFF, during his 
short residence in this country, has been able to persuade 
our Government to back up such a project as is here 
hinted at, he will have achieved one of the greatest diplo- 
matic triumphs of the age, and one that will do more than 
any amount of protracted negotiation at Peking to develop 
the vast resources of China. The note of warning has 
been sounded, and China had better make up her mind to

“The Assembly refused to take that Bill into consideration, 
and after some remarks from M. Babin Chevaye, in favour of 
the maintenance of the statu quo, the Finance Minister, M. Leon 
Say, urged the passing of the Government Bill, and pointed out 
that the convention it referred to effected a saving of f.1,000,000 
in the amount of the subsidy, and a diminution of £.332,000 for 
the present budget. He declared that the time had not come 
for the Government to do away with subsidised postal lines, either 
in the Mediterranean or elsewhere. He quoted letters from 
commanders of the French naval divisions in the Levant, depre- 
cating, on political and commercial grounds, the withdrawing of 
the privilege of the Messageries. He remarked also, that Eng- 
iad spends much more than France in postal subvention, her 
subsidies to packet lines amounting tomore than £1,000,000, 
beside the amounts contributed in the same way by-her larger 
colonies. Admiral Jaures said that the Messageries were always 
considered a useful auxiliary to the French navy. The Assembly 
voted the Bill by a large majority, without recourse being had 
to a division. 

The revision of contract settled by the French Government 
and the directors of the Messageries Maritimes contains the fol- 
lowing with regard to the Indo-China services. 

The regular steamers of the company are bound to accomplish 
early a total length of travel of 221,078 mariné leagues, as fol- 
ows :—1654,960 leagues on the main line between Marseilles and 

Shanghai, with a departure at each end every fourteen davs ; 
21,571 leagues on the branch line between Aden and the 
Mauritius, with a departure every twenty-eight days ; 11,700 
leagues on the branch line between Pointe-de-Galle and Cal- 
cutta, with a voyage every ee days ; 4,767 leagues 
from Singapore to Batavia and back, with a voyage every 
twenty-eight days, and 20,080 leagues on the branch line from 
Hong Kong to Yokohama, with a voyage every fourteen days. 

The concession of the Indo-China services of the company, 
and of all its other existing services, will come to an end on 
July 22, 1888. From July 22, 1876, till then, the com will 
receive from the French ry, as a subsidy for its Indo- 
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China lines, a fixed annuity of £.8,573,024, paid in monthly in- 
stalments. The Government is bound to give notice, three years 


before the expiry of the contract, of their intention to renounce 
the services the company, or to go on with them after July 22, 
1888. |

M. Vulliez, Deputy-Judze at the Tribunal of First Instance, 
takes the place of M. Le Jemble, as substitute of the Procureur 
of the Republic, and M. de Thiollaj, barrister, is appointed De- 
puty-Judge.

With two somewhat noteworthy exceptions, the principal 
magazines for August contain nothing relating to the Far East. 
Breaking a silence of nearly a year, Sir Rutherford Alcock, in 
the Fortnightly Review, gives us his views on the Eastern ques- 
tion in a paper entitled ‘“ The Inheritance of the Great Mogul,” 
to some parts of which we shall allude in our leading columns. 
Notwithstanding its title, Sir Rutherford’s discursive essay 
concerns itself largely with the aims and objects of Russia, 
and wanders about the Continent of Asia in a manner which 
is sometimes very perplexing. When we further mention 
that it starts with the days of Genghis Khan and Kublai 
Khan, it will be seen that it covers a good deal of ground. The 
article which, though it exhibits many signs of haste in such 
details as uniformity in the spelling of proper names, &c., will 
be read with interest, if not always with approval, by all con- 
nected with the Far East. It is nominally based on three works 
published during the past season, viz., Colonel Yule’s new edi- 
tion of “The Book of Ser Marco Polo, the Venetian,” Mr. 
Hutton’s “Central Asia from the Aryan to the Cossack,” and 
Sir H. Rawlinson’s “England and Russia in the East.” In 
several geographical matters Sir Rutherford acknowledges his 
indebtedness to Dr. S. Wells Williams’s “ Middle Kingdom.” 
Under the title of “‘The Kingdom of Burmah in 1875,” Captain 
Edmond Browne, of the 2lst Royal North British Fusiliers, 
contributes to the columns of Frazer's Magazine a careful survey 
of Burmese affairs from an early age, in which he draws rather 
freely on Colonel Yule’s “ Ava,” published some years ago. 
Adverting to the rebuke we have been obliged to address to 
the King of Burmah, Captain Browne expresses a doubt whe- 
ther matters can be finally settled without a war, and he con- 
cludes by saying :—“It is certain that his kingdom is shame- 
fully caled=the resourses of the country are entirely unde- 
veloped, and the people swindled and oppressed by the Govern- 
ment. His Majesty has hitherto thrown every obstacle in the 
way of our trade with Western China, and is likely to do so 
again, unless he receives some new proof of our power ;” in all 
of which opinions, strong though they be, we feel sure that our 
readers will readily concur.

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THE SENTENCE ON A. F. CHAMBERS. 


(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srr,—Like many other friends of the unhappy man Chambers 
who has fallen from a high position to that of a convict, I 
looked with some anxiety for a report of the proceedings to 
account for what certainly seemed to me the very heavy sen- 
tence passed upon him. 

I am one of the last to share any puling sympathy for gen- 
tlemanly swindlers, and fully endorse the excellent remarks 
made in a recent issue of your paper upon the subject, but I 
trust you will permit me, through the medium of your paper— 
which, being circulated both at home and in China, is likely to 
have influence in such a case—to put in one plea which may 
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perhaps induce the Governor of the colony to exercise his 

wers of mitigating the sentence, as was mercifully suggested 

y Chief Justice Smale when he passed it. 

lt.is of course clear that the fact that a man who commits a 
fraud or embezzles occupies a high position and has had a good 
education, is an aggravation of his offence ; and I would on this 
account go as far as anybody in the severity with which I would 
look upon derelictions of this kind ; but it is very important to 
bear in mind that the same circumstance which in such a case 
aggravates the offence also aggravates the punishment. I would 
have sucha man not only as severely but more severely punished 
than the common criminal; but the point to which I wish te 
call attention is that a person in such a position 7s much more 
severely punished—-looking at the effect of the punishment—by 
a given sentence than a man who for years has been hardened 
to a rough life, and whose imprisonment does not entail any 
great forfeiture of friends or position. A very much leas 
lengthy sentence upon a man like Chambers would be felt with 
infinitely greater severity than a long one upon a man who pro- 
bably associated with low characters or criminals before he went 
to jail, and will again associate with the same class when he 
comes out. Upon this ground I trust the Hong Kong executive 
will see fit to modify the sentence ; while, at the same time, I 
cannot but express my humble admiration of the moral courage 
and sense of duty in Chief Justice Smale, who was determined 
to stamp with the ignominy which it deserved a crime which for 
coolness, deliberateness, and adroitness is probably unequalled 
in the criminal annals even of Hong Kong.—I am, Sir, your

Srr,—I have been surprised at the tone of “ Old China’s” two 
letters, which appeared in the issues of the London and China 
Telegraph of the 26th ultimo and 3rd instant respectively, and 
the more so as he said he had spent “a life of over thirty-two 
years” inChina, Ashe chose to comment on the letter of “ Mr, 
Turner” and the extract of a letter by “ Nang Choy,” which 
gave occasion for his remarks, and as he seemed to be verv ready 
in giving his opinion, allow me, Sir, in turn to say a word about 
his letters. According to his assertion, he would have it be 
lieved that the Opium trade is no obstacle at all to the missionary 
work in China, notwithstanding the unanimous testimony of 
all the missionaries and of those well qualified to judge on the 
subject to the effect that it isso; that China is not snffering 
from the evils of Opium, and that the Chinese Imperial Govern- 
ment have never objected to its importation ; in fact, the per- 
nicious effects of Opium that have been described by the Anti- 
Opium people exist more in their imagination than in reality. 

As to the expediency of abandoning the Opium traffic, which 
is intimately connected with the Indian revenue, to the extent of 
several millions sterling, there naturally arises some difficulty, 
and I apprehend some difference of opinion; but for “ Old China” 
to declare his opinion in the manner he has done, betrays has 
a deplorable ignorance of Chinese affairs. It strikes me that he

He accompanied our 
forces tothe Crimea in 1854, serving throughout the war, and ministered 
to our sick and wounded at the Alma, Balaklava, Inkerman, and before 
Sebastopol. In 1860 he accompanied the expedition to China under 
Bir James Hope Grant. He has been Chaplain to his Royal Highness 
the Duke of Cambridge since 1866, and is decorated with the Crimean 
medal with four clasps, the Turkish war medal, and the medal for 
China. The Chaplain’s Department has been until recently overlooked 
in the distribution of these highly-prized rewards. 

' Captain Barbotin, who has been appointed commander of the French 

caval’ forces in Cochin China, left Marseilles on the Ist inst., by the 
Messageries steamer, for Saigon, where he is to take the command of 
the flag-ship Fleurus, in place of Captain Estard. 

The Lily, 3, composite sloop, 620 tons, 570 (90) horse-power, has 
been commissioned at Devonport. by Com. Basil E. Cochrane, with a 
complement of 100 officers and men, for service in China. 





HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmsTERDAM, AvcustT 4, 


We are very anxiously waiting to see what will happen in our poli- 
tical world. Mr. Heemskerk, our Premier, is most certainly a very 
able but, at the same time, a most passionate man, and he is very 
angry at the result of the last periodical elections, which have placed 
him in a minority. The Liberal party ncw numbers forty-three, and 
the several ministerial fractions thirty-seven members. Under these 
circumstances it is, of course, impossible to introduce any political 
measures, and if he does not govern according to the opinion of the 
majority we shall again be involved in a ministerial crisis. Some papers 
foretell that it is Mr. Heemskerk’s intention to decide upon a dissolu- 
tion of the Second Chamber if things go wrong-—that is, contrary to 
the wishes of the Cabinet. This may be; but I must say that I 
scarcely can believe that such an experiment can be undertaken with 
the least chance of success. It gives much trouble to our Premier 
that the majority of our State functionaries support the Liberals, and 
give their assistance to the anti-ministerial candidates at the elections. 
A circular was issued to forbid this, but the day after it was published 
some of the highest functionaries protested openly against it. The Li- 
beral papers blame this circular in very severe terms, forgetting that 
even Mr. Thorbecke, when Minister, applied the same measure, which 
is, I think, quite right. It is, however, said that as soon as the Cham- 
ber meets (the 12th inst.) the Ministry will be interpellated about this 
question, and this will be the first sign that a struggle for life has 
begun for the Cabinet. In the meanwhile I hope that things will not 
take this turn, because these repeated crises are anything but improv- 
ing to our material prosperity. 

Beyond the speculations on the future there is nothing political 
stirring, a calme plat prevails, and the papers, being at a lose how to 
fill up their columns, entertain their ers with reports of all sorta of 
meetings, exhibitions en miniature, concerts, &c., which, of course, 
have but very little general interest. 

At Harderwyk there is again a large influx of foreigners, who wish 
to serve in our East India army. Large sums are being paid for 
bounties. There is, however, a great want of officers, and it seems to 
be quite incomprehensible that those East India officers who are 
staying here on leave of absence are not urdered to return to Java. 
Some years ago this measure was applied most successfully. 

The Minister of the Department of Justice has returned from his 
trip abroad. 

At the election at Middelburg, which took place yesterday. Mr. G. 
A. Fokker was duly elected. He will, however, remain only one 
month in function, and will then be compelled to leave his seat vacant. 

Our Government has concluded a treaty with that of Italy, stipulat- 
ing the conditions on which Italian Consuls are to be admitted into our 
Transatlantic possessions, 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

The transactions in the market for Colonial Produce have been 
limited to direct wants, whilst in most instances prices have remained 
unaltered. The trade, however, is very healthy ; the Money Market is 
well provided, and the rate of discount very low. 

Corrse has met with a good demand, and an advance of $c, to ldo. 
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has been paid for pure Java. Holders, however, do not incline to ope- 
rate at these smaall predia: and they are waiting for a further advance. 

TEa.—Witbout first hand transactions ; the buyers for consumption, 
however, pay very firm prices. A lot of new Kaisow Congou has 
found buyers. 

Rice.—There are serious rumours going about that the potato crop 
is attacked by disease, so that it probably will partly be destroyed. In 
consequence, holders of rice are not willing to operate without an ad- 
vance on current prices. There is a good demand for clean Java for 
export. 

RAW Suaar.—The transactions in Java have been very considerable 
this week, especially for refiners’ purposes. Prices have ruled at an 
average of f.4 under July value. The sales have amounted to about 
8,000 mats. It seems that the new treaty which was concluded be- 
tween France, England, Belgium, and Holland will prove to be almost 
ruinous to our refiners. Several of them will address themselves to 
our Government, with a request not to confirm this convention. 

Spices are firm. Nutmegs, first quality, have met with a good de- 
mand. Mace is neglected ; Cloves dull. The general quotations re- 
main unaltered. 

Java ToBacco.—The market is quiet. In waiting for the large par- 
cels which will be offered by public tender, only a couple of small par- 
cels changed hands. 

Cotron.—The trade offers little particulars. There is no specula- 
tive demand at all, notwithstanding the very low prices ruling. 

Drucs.—Camphor has met with a good demand at 45c. in bond. 
Gum Benzoe is quoted at 90c. to 100c. Gum Damar 32c. to 324. 
Gum Elasticum 80c. to 120c. 

Banca Tin.—The Trading Company offered for sale 22,590 slabs, 
which quantity was sold at f.48 to f.48#. The average price was f.48.35. 
Biliton offered nothing worth reporting.

Monetary and Commercral, 





The Comptoir d’Escompte has fixed its interim dividend at 
eighteen francs per share of 500 francs. The amount paid for 
he first six months of 1874 was seventeen francs. 


Tenders for £650,000 in bills on India were received on 
the 4th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted 
were—to Calcutta, £459,100; to Bombay, £190,900. Tenders 
on Calcutta and Bombay at 1s. 9 9-16d. will receive about 54 
per cent., and above in full. These results show an advance of 
about 1 percent. on the rates current a fortnight since, and con- 
sequently an increased demand for means of remittance to the 
East. 


The Manchester Market exhibits a steady feeling, and the 
activity and hardening prices in the Liverpool Cotton Market 
confirms the firm attitude of producers, who are generally ask- 
ing higher prices. On the other hand, buyers continue to operate 
very cautiously, and as arule decline to purchase at any advance 
on last week’s rates, business is consequently restricted. 


At the meeting of the London and County Banking Company 
the directors’ report was adopted. It stated that after paying 
interest to customers and all charges, allowing for rebate, &c., 
the net profits amount to £165,920, which, added to £18,936 
brought forward, gives a total of £184,856. An interim divi- 
dend for the half-year at the rate of 16 per cent. per annum has 
been declared ; and after reserving £6,093 to meet interest ac- 
crued on new shares, there remains a balance of £82,762 to be 
carried forward. To meet the loss, amounting to £213,398, in- 
curred through the failure of Messrs, A. Collie and Co., the 
directors have transferred from the reserve fund to a special 
account the sum of £75,000. The reserve fund after the above 
deduction stands at £636,896. 


The directors of the Merchant Banking Company of London 
have declared an interim dividend, payable on the Ist proximo, 
of £1 per share, being at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum. 


The creditors of Messrs. N. Alexander, Son, and Co. held a 
meeting on the 30th ult., at which a statement of the firm’s 
affairs was presented. It is, if possible, worse than that of the 
Collies’, the liabilities being £240,535, and the assets £34,254, 
Some oar ber revelations were made at the meeting, but the 
only one that concerns the public is the fact that Alexander 
Collie has been since 1867 a secret partner in this firm, and, to 
the extent that he was so, drew bills on himself. Up to 1874 it 
does not appear that Alexanders got a commission for acres 
the Collie bills, but about that time Collie accommodated the 
firm by taking over bills afloat to the amount of £178,000, 
asking no questions as to value, and since then the commission 
bill accepting—piobably the most digraceful kind of mercantile 
imposition of modern days—came into use, Collie’s share of the 
capital supposed to belong to the firm was £10,000, but there .is 
no record to show that that sum was ever paid in by him. Like 
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all these mercantile collapses, in fact, the more deeply this affair 
is probed the more scandalous it appears. 

A meeting of creditors of Messrs. Shand and Co., East India 
merchants, of Rood-lane, was held at the London Tavern on the 
5th inst.—Mr. Lyne (Lyne and Holman, solicitors to the Union 
Bank of London) in the chair. 


The Chairman stated that from the accounts prepared by Messrs. 
Turquand, Youngs, and Co., the accountants, it appeared that the 
creditors unsecured represented au amount of £98,534, the creditors 
fully secured £33,297, less estimated value of securities £34,480, 
showing a surplus to contra of £1,183. The creditors partly secured 
represented £20,080, and the estimated value of securities £171,009. 
The other liabilities (as per Article D) amounted to £207,218, credi- 
tors for rent, rates, taxes, and wages were £137, liabilities on bills dis- 
counted were expected to rank against the estate to the extent of 
£65,150, the liabilities at Madras were £44,020, and at Colombo 
£13,858, the total liabilities being £341,980. The assets were book 
debts about £4,445, estimated to produce that amount; cash at 
bankers, which would be retained against loans and bills, £287 ; bills 
of exchange and other similar securities estimated to produce £9,289 ; 
ditto claimed by a creditor, £2,000 ; furniture, fixtures, and fittings, 
at Rood-lane, estimated to produce £200; property, £21,250; a

Robinson, £223; the total assets being £38,368. At the sug- 
gestion of a creditor Mr. Bishop (Turquand, Youngs, and Co.) pro- 
ceeded to trace the connection of the firm with Messrs. Collie and 
Co., in the course of which he stated that it was not until September, 
1874, that Mesars. Shand and Co. experienced considerable losses, and 
they applied to Messrs. Collie and Co.,, first for £11,000, then for 
£5,000, and as they were unable to meet their liabilities the bills were 
renewed. In December, 1874, they obtained a further advance of 
£10,000, and on the 15th of June, 1875, they suspended. They fully 
believed (he was assured by Messrs. Shand) in the solvency of Messrs. 
Collie and Co. The unfortunate part was that £270,000 of bills drawn 
by Measrs. Collie and Co. on Messrs, Shand and Co. were still in circu- 
lation, of which the far greater part were not covered by securities. 
Mr. Simpson, solicitor to Messrs. Shand and Co., said that the largest 
creditors had agreed to administer the estate in the Court of Bank- 
ruptcy, and as that was the case no resolution could be come to at that 
meeting, but Messrs. Shand and Co. would facilitate the proceedings 
for the placing of the estate in bankruptcy. 

At the adjourned meeting of creditors of Messrs. Robert 
Benson and Co, it was decided to liquidate the estate by arrange- 
ment, and Mr. Fdwin Waterhouse (Price, Waterhouse, and Co.) 
was appointed trustee with a committee of inspection. The 
balance-sheet showed the unsecured creditors at £17,744 ; credi- 
tors partly secured, £142,255 ; estimated value of securities, 
£118,589); deficiency, £23,666 ; irrespective of a liability to the 
new firm of Robert Benson and Co. of £20,217. On the other 
side, the assets were stated at book debts about £58,739, estimated 
to produce £8,319, office furniture and fittings at King’s Arms- 
yard and Liverpool estimated to produce £550, and share and 


other property £7,449, together £16,518 ; whilst as regards the 
yescnic iia late Robert Benson particulars had not yet been 
urnished. 


At an adjourned meeting of the creditors of Mr. Edward 
Corry, in the metal trade, whose acceptances for Messrs. Fother- 
gill, Hankey and Co. amount to £154,709, a resolution was 
passed to the effect that if the debtor, who offered 4s. in the 
pound, can make arrangements by the 1st September to pay a 
composition of 5s. either wholly in cash or partly by approved 
instalments, ranging over a very limited period, with security,: 
it should be accepted, but that otherwise the estate should be 
administered in reel eS 

The estate of Messrs. Hay, Ingram, and Co., who failed in 
March last for £107,979, the assets being comparatively small, 
will be liquidated by arrangement with a trustee and committee 
of inspection. The Bankruptcy Court has appointed a receiver 
to the estate of Messrs. Da Costa, Raalte, and Co., merchants, 
of Leadenhall-street and Manchester, whose liabilities are esti- 
mated at £600,000. 

The Eastern Extension Australasia and China Telegraph Com- 
pany (Limited) announce that their traffic receipts for the month 
of July, 1875, amounted to £20,225, and to £19,641 for the cor- 
responding period of 1874.
